Mr. Hoover began his second day 
In Washington since his election 
with a breakfast conference with 
Senator Borah of Idaho who urged 
an extra session of the seventy* 
first congress In the spring to put 
through a farm relief program. 


The determination of the presi­ 
dent-elect not to Interfere in the 
present legislative situation was ex­ 
pressed first during a conference 
with Chairman Hale of the senate 
naval committee who requested 
that* he make a public statament 
endorsing the pending measure au­ 
thorising construction of 
fifteen 
I’ght cruisers and an aircraft car­ 
rier. 


The policy of 
noninterference 
again was voiced during a confer­ 
ence with Senator Moses of Now 
Hampshire, president pro tempore 
of the senate, who reported on the 
legislative situation in that body.

FROM PENALTY

the legislature reconvened today, 
definite plana were revealed in ad­ 
ministration and independent cir­ 
cles for legislation designed to ex­ 
tract from the habitual criminal 
section of the state crime code the 
life sentence for liquor 
law 
of­ 
fenders. 


In tha first cluster of bills offer­ 
ed in the house was one proposing 
a classification making the life pen­ 
alty 
applicable 
only 
to 
major 
crimes. 
Simultaneously, 
it 
was 
learned that Governor Green and 
Wilber M. Urucker, attorney gen­ 
eral, have virtually agreed upon 
recommending c h a n g e s which 
would exempt from the life im­ 
prisonment clause liquor and other 
offenders not involving violence or 
moral turpitude. 


The administration measure, as 
outlined by Brucker, will substi­ 
tute for the life penalty a minimum 
of probably seven 
and 
one-half 
years—although there Is talk of 
making it five years for fourth liq­ 
uor 
violations. 
The 
maximum 
would be 15 years. 


Other Exemptions. 


The bill will propose an amend­ 
ment to the habitual criminal se<- 
tion which would list by name 
every felony punishable by life im­ 
prisonment for a fourth offense. 
Other felonies, not Included in the 
list, would be puniahable by lesser 
sentences. 
■ In

would fal| liquor 
violations, ali­ 
mony dodging. Impersonating of­ 
ficer*, and m forth. Several other

Under the present code, a third 
liquor law offense is punishable by 
four years 
imprisonment. From 
this the penalty jumps to life for 
a fourth offense. Brucker declared 
the seven and one-half minimum 
would equalize tho penalty. 
Prior 
to enactment of the cede the maxi­ 
mum penalty for liquor violationa 
was two years, whether it was tha 
third or fifth offense.

Behind him he left a fortune esti­ 
mated at upward of $60,000,000, 
founded on the profits of a south­ 
ern countr>’ tobacco shop and ex­ 
panded by years of effort in rail­ 
roads, banking, cotton and real 
estate. 


Out of this fortune came huge 
philanthropies which he never per­ 
mitted to be publicly listed, but of 
which $1.000,000 was said to have 
been given to Trinity college, now 
Duke university, at Durham, N. €.. 
and Guilford college, from which 
he was graduated. 


Burial will be at Durham, where 
he maintained an estate.

Death come to Mr. Duke at 6:45 
o’clock this morning when he fail­ 
ed to rally after a bronchial attack 
last night.

Wash­ 
ington Duke, a factory had been 
established at Durham and the bus> 
iness was regarded as one of the 
country’s most prosperous tobacco 
factories.

Fortune; Started as

New York, Jan. 8—( ^ —Benja­ 
min N. Duke, who roae from a boy 
peddler of tobacco to a place among 
the pioneers of big busine.**. died 
today in his Upper Fifth avenue 
mansion after a lingering illness. 
He was In his 74th year. 
Behind him he left a fortune esti­ 
mated at 
upward of 
$60,000,000, 
founded on the profits of a south­ 
ern country tobacco shop and ex­ 
panded by years of effort in rail­ 
roads, banking, cotton 
and 
real 
estate. 
Out of this fortune came huge 
philanthropies which he never per­ 
mitted to be publicly lifted, but of 
which $1,000,000 was said to have 
been given to Trinity college, now 
Duke university, at Durham, N. C.. 
and Guilford college, from which 
he was graduated. 
Burial will be at Durham, where 
he maintained an estate. 
Known World Over. 
Death come to Mr. Duke at 5:45 
o'clock this morning when he fail­ 
ed to rally after a bronchial attack 
last night. 
As far back as 1915 
he had suffered from nervous dis­ 
orders, and more recently had been 
confined to his home) 
The Duke family name became 
known throughout the world after 
Mr. Duke aud his brother, the late 
James B. Duke, peddled to country 
merchants the product of their fa­ 
ther’s business to save the enter­ 
prise 
from 
failure 
immediately 
after the Civil war. 
At the time 
of the death of their father. Wash­ 
ington Duke, a factory had been 
established at Durham and the bus­ 
iness was regarded as one of the 
count rv’s most prosperous tobacco 
factories.

Judge Sherwood excused

fense argum ent for the Insanity 
plea said:

OKLAHOMA WAR 
IS ON AGAIN 


Battle Against Governor 
Johnston Breaks Out 
as Lawmakers Meet 


Oklahoma 
City,

Pent-up opposition to the adminis­ 
tration of Governor Henry S. John­ 
ston, Democrat, held in check for 
more than a year by his success 
in forestalling a special impeach­ 
ment session, broke about his head 
today in th e first meeting of the 
regular biennial session 
of 
the 
Oklahoma legislature. 
The personnel of a committee of 
committees, which will choose all 
of the house groups, including the 
investigating committee, was dic­ 
tated by a hostile coalition of mem­ 
bers of both parties. 
The pueleus of the anti-adm inis­ 
tration group of Democrats con­ 
sists of survivors of the attem pted 
Impehchnient session of December, 
1927, which waa dispersed by court 
action initiated by Governor John­ 
ston after he had used national 
guardsmen to bar the capitol doors 
against the self-convened leglslar 
tors. 
Six Charges Made. 
Although a majority of members 
evaded the guardsmen and voted 
purposed 
impeachment 
charges 
against the 
governor, 
Harry B. 
Cordell, president of 
the 
state 
board of agriculture, and Fred P. 
Branson, chief justice of the state 
supreme court, state senate mem­ 
bers accepted the holding of the 
supreme court th at the house had 
no constitutional right to convene 
itself and refused to entertain the 
chargee. 
Six chargee were voted against 
the governor in the 1927 session, 
involving chiefly allegations of in­ 
competency. 
Governor Johnston recently in­ 
formally invited the investigation 
which be resisted in 1927. urging 
only th at it be conducted in an 
impartial manner. 
The senate perfected its organi­ 
zation amicably in a Democratic 
party caucus several weeks ago, 
with anti-adm inistration members 
predominating.

Scientific Prizes Obtained 
On Robinson Crusoe Island 


Washington— OP)— Part of the 
setting for many of tho 
world’s 
most dramatic true stories of ro­ 
mance and adventure, "Robinson 
Crusoe's island,” 
Juan 
Fernan­ 
des, also has proved to be one of 
the happiest hunting grounds 
of 
science. 
Although it is only about 
370 
miles west of Valparaiso, Chile, 
Its flaura and fauna bear little re* 
semblance to those of the neigh­ 
boring New World continent, but 
are related in the main to species 
whic hare found only In such dis­ 
tant places as New Zealand, Aus­ 
tralia and South Atherton. Some, 
indeed, the flourishing survivals 
of a past geological 
era 
whioh 
have perished in practically all 
other parts of the earth. 
The theory is that this 
island 
in some remote period before the 
present rigorous climatic condi­ 
tion began to develop on the Ant­ 
arctic continent, was part 
of a 
mere or less continuous reach of 
land which 
probably 
stretched 
across the South Pole and includ 
ed those distant Old World 
re­ 
gions to which it is moat closely 
related in plant and animal life. 
New evidence in support of this 
theory, 
which 
heretofore 
has 
rested on botanical studies, 
has 
been brought back to Washington 
by Dr. Waldo L. Schmitt of 
the 
Smithsonian Institution, one 
of 
the most recent scientific visitors 
to the island, in the form 
of 
a 
crab and a spider which builds its 
nest in the safety of rocks that 
are periodically 
submerged 
by 
the tides of the sea. 
As curator of the division of 


Marine Invertebrates 
of the Na­ 
tional Museum, Dr. Schmitt was 
drawn to Juan Fernandez to col­ 
lect rare specimens In his field of 
science and 
to investigate 
the 
remarkable lobster Industry there 
which supports 
a population 
of 
nearly 300 and provides annually 
thousands 
of huge 
crustaceans 
two and three feet long that 
de­ 
light the epicures 
of Valparaiso 
and Santiago. 
The crab he found 
apparently 
has become a rare thing on the 
island, and he obtained only one 
complete specimen. It has no rel­ 
atives on the 
South 
American 
continent, but is familiar on the 
shores of New Zealand. 
The spider was caught by acci­ 
dent while he was hunting shrimp 
along a rocky shore at low tide. 
Picking up a piece of rock which 
contained a hole suggesting that 


it might hold a prise for his col­ 
lection of marine 
invertebrates, 
he cracked it open, and the crea­ 
ture fled from its webbed nest in­ 
side. Disappointed over finding no 
shrimp, he captured the spider in­ 
stead. 
Bringing it home, he learned 
that he had discovered a species 
rare to this side of the world, of 
a genus never before found, ex­ 
cept in South Africa, New Zeal­ 
and and Australia, where

The proposed action has met 
with stiff opposition on the part of 
the inalirance companies, especial­ 
ly the foreign agencies. As a re­ 
sult of the opposition on the part 
of the foreigners the foreign con- 


sular officials here have protested 
to tbH Chinese that such mctloiit 
as they proposis.jio take Is right­ 
fully the responflbillty of the na­ 
tional government and that as 
long M the Nanking authorities 
profess to be the central govern­ 
ment of China and Canton recog- 
nlzea It as sueh, even though in 
theory only, tha latter should be 
the one to establish any such regu­ 
lations as proposed here.

Foreign Privileges

Washington — Forged 
bonus 
checks and 
doctored 
veteran’s 
certificates have become so com­ 
mon that rearrangem ent of the 
secret service machinery has been 
necessary to cope with the situa­ 
tion. 
From four to eight cases 
of the kind come in for inves­ 
tigation every day. Chief W. H. 
Moran told a house committee. 
“There is an inclination to be 
lenient,” he said, 
“because 
we 
find in the main that those vet­ 
erans who resort to the practice 
(altering dates of certificates to 
render them immediately negoti- 
ible) are very greatly in need of 
inancial assistance. 
“Jhey do not hesitate to alter 
.he certificates, 
believing 
they 
are entitled.to the money anyway. 
Nobody loses except 
the 
bank 
that makes the loan, which prob­ 
ably loses the small amount of In­ 
terest that accrues between the 
date of the loan and the date the 
certificate actually became avail­ 
able for a loan.” 
Speaking of counterfeiting ac­ 
tivities, Chief Moran

character of fake money “freely 
circulated among our people’* is 
astonishing.

The Northwest Timber 
Trust, 
which operates under supervision

It owns two 
million acres of 
timber 
lands, 
located 
principally in the north­ 
eastern section of tho 
country. 
The concern operates 
16 
saw­ 
mills, a newsprint 
paper 
mill, 
furniture factory and a 300-mlle 
logging railway, 
employing 
al­ 
together more than 20,000 
men. 
Moro than I Vt billion 
feet 
of 
timber is produced annually. The 
newsprint mill, which is 
equip­ 
ped with two paper making ma­ 


chines, a Ptissey-Jones and 
the 
other of Norwegian manufacture, 
produces 20,000 tons yearly. 
Reforestation Policy 
Like in this state, the princi­ 
pal species of trees are the pine 
and spruce, although 
there 
is 
some birch, aspan and maple. 
The Northwest Timber 
Trust 
has a rigid policy of 
reforesta­ 
tion along the lines of the sys­ 
tem adopted 
by 
Russia. 
The 
method of cutting only the best 
timber and leaving tile rest 
go 
to waste, as is 
done 
in 
this 
country, is not favored. 
The plan of 
the 
Northwest 
Timber Trust is to 
divide 
the 
vast tracts in sections. 
One sec­ 
tion is cut the first year, the bor­ 
dering section is worked the next 
year and the plan followed 
Jill 
the way through until tho 
large 
tract has been cut. 
By the time, 
the last section is cut, timber on 
the first section will have matur­ 
ed, and the cutting program re­ 
peated. 
Each 
section 
is 
cut 
clean, 
branches and brush being burned 
to prevent forest fires and 
to 
permit tho free growth of young 
timber. 
Forest fires 
are 
care­ 
fully guarded 
against. 
Watch 
towers are stationed at 
conven­ 
ient distances over the large tim­ 
ber tracts, and 
whenever 
fires 
are discovered the residents of 
the section get out to fight 
the 
flames, there being a law compel­ 
ling them to give such assistance. 
Adopting Modern Methods 
The logging season in Russia 
is similar to that of this country. 
The cutting of merchantable tim­ 
ber Is started in early Oct. and 
completed by April I In the ex­ 
treme northern part, however, later 
cutting is done because 
of 
the 
late winter. 
Trees that are not 
fit for manufacture of lumber are 
cut for fuel purposes. 
This fuel- 
wood, brushes and branches are 
cleared from the 
tract 
before 
May 15 for after that time they 
may be the cause of fires. 
The Northwest Timber 
Trust 
is using tractors in its 
logging 
operations for the 
third 
year, 
and began three years ago also 


to build the American-type of ice 
roads in place of 
the 
ordinary 
snow roads. 
Now ice roads are 
made throughout the company’s 
operations. 
About ninety per cent of the 
logs are transported to the saw­ 
mills by the river drive method, 
which was used extensively In the 
upper 
peninsula 
twenty-five 
years ago. The remainder is ship­ 
ped over their railway.
